HUSBAND - David Sr ROSS-2477 
David Ross appears to have left Anson Co, NC, shortly before 1820 with his 
large family and shows up in Perry Co, MS, by 1820. By 1830 he, along with his 
son-in-law, Alvinn Taylor are in Rankin Co, MS. David and Alvin Taylor jointly 
own land in Rankin County. Notes from the Hasty family genealogy shows that 
David was the Son of Hugo Ross who lived in Martin Co, NC. These notes 
further show that David went with his family to Perry Co, MS, before settling 
in Rankin Co, MS. Both David Ross and Alvin Taylor settled land in Rankin Co, 
MS by Eminent Domain on 12 Jan 1832. My early source of information on David 


Ross was Mrs. Louise Ross Sullivan 

of D'Lo, MS, who gave me considerable information on the entire Ross family. It 
was she who felt that Elizabeth, wife of David Ross, was a Taylor and perhaps a 
sister to Alvin Taylor. This proved to be in error after much effort and 
research on the Alvin Taylor line. Alvin had married Lydia Ross, dau of David 
and Elizabeth Hasty Ross. 


Jesse Hasty also came to Rankin County with the family of David and Elizabeth 
Hasty Ross. He was later to be appointed co-administrator of the estate of 
Alvin Taylor when he died ca 1842. 


Uncle Ellis Ross is said to have pointed to a spot in the Ross Cemetery at 
Campbell's Creek Baptist Church and commented that his grandfather, David Ross, 
was buried there. Perhaps Elizabeth Hasty Ross was also buried there. 


I have no confirmation that Hugo Ross is the father of David. Mrs. Lena Mae 


David Ross and his sons owned lots of land in Rankin County, MS, after selling 
his land in Perry Co. I have found no record of his owning land in Anson Co, 
NC, where he was with his family prior to moving to Perry Co, MS. 


See notes on Sanders Taylor for information on the Taylor Line of Anson County, 
NC, and Perry Co, MS. Apparently the Taylor, Ross, and Hasty Lines were 
acquainted with each other and made the move together to MS before 1820.

THE "ROSS" SURNAME 


The Ross family has been prominent in the British Empire and in the United 
States, its members having played important roles in war and in peace. All those 
named Ross or descending from a Ross have just cause to be proud of their family 
history and traditions, dating back to the early Ross Clan of Scotland and early 
Ross families that resided in England. 


The surname Ross has several explanations. In some cases it is undoubtedly 
foreign. In the Domesday book we find, in Kent a tenant called Anschitel de Ros 
and in Buckinghamshire another named Ansgotus de Ros. These probably came from 
Ros in Normandy. 


The name is also of British origin. The great Barons, Ros or Roos of York, 
sprang from Peter, who in the reign of Henry I assumed his surname from his 
lordship of "Ros." Some of his descendants passed into Renfrewshire as the vassals 
of Richard de Moreville in the 12th century, settled at Halkhead and Dalton, and 
found the great family of the South of Scotland. 


There are several towns in the North and South of Britain called Ross, and 
these are probably the source of the name of some branches. As summarized in the 
note at the end of this chapter, there appear to have been two families by this 
name originally, who were not related, those of the lands of Hawkhead in Ayshire 
where we find the first record of the name in Scotland, and those who came from 
Yorkshire prior to the 12th Century. 


The name may have had some reference to the complexion of the first bearer, 
being a modification of “Le Rous," "Rufus" or the "Red." 


There are numerous Ross coats of arms. We have no way of knowing from 
which of these Ross families our David Ross descends. Most Rosses claim they 
descend from the Ross family of Scotland which lived from a very early date in the 
Province of Ross in the extreme Northwest section of Scotland. 


The Ross family used a Ross Coat of Arms described in Burke’s General 
Armory, Burke’s Landed Gentry, Burke’s Peerage and Baronetage, History of the 
Highland Clans, and other reliable works on heraldry. The Arms included three 
silver lions on a red shield. The Crest included a right hand grasping a green 
laurel or wreath, and the Supporters two savages bound about the head and middle 
with green laurel wreaths and grasping clubs in natural colors. The Motto is Spem 
Successus Aelit (Latin) and in English is translated "Success nourishes hope." 
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Chapter 22 


DAVID ROSS 


David Ross! (born ca 1787, NC, died 1850/60, MS m Elizabeth Taylor b CA 
1788, NC, died aft 1860) and his large family first appear in Perry County, MS, in 
the 1820 Census. Tax rolls for that county indicate that he did not arrive earlier 
than that year. Listed in the David Ross Family of Perry Co, MS, were 4 males 
under 10 years, 2 males 10 to 16, 2 males 16-18, 1 male 26-45; 2 females under 10, 
2 females 10-16, and 1 female 26-45. 


No Ross families! (See Note 1 at end of this chapter for a brief history of the 
Ross Clan of Scotland.) appear in the 1828 tax rolls of Rankin County, but by 1830 
David Ross and his large family had migrated to the opening land of Rankin Co. At 
that time we find 8 males and 3 females in his household: 4 males 10-20, 3 males 
20-40, | male 40-60; 1 female under 10, 1 female 20-40, and 1 female 40-60. Both 
David Ross and wife Elizabeth Taylor Ross were identified as being 62 years of age 
in the 1850 Census of Rankin Co, MS. ; 


David Ross, Jr, son of David and Elizabeth, was still in the household of his 
parents in 1850 and the census indicates that he, age 30, had been born in North 
Carolina. This means that the family most likely left North Carolina between 1819 
and 1820 for the big move South. Mrs. Jane Melton, in a letter dated 27 Oct 1962 
wrote to H.E. Garrison of Omaha, Nebraska...."Cousin Ellis Ross,(grandson of David 
and son of Thomas) showed me the unmarked grave (in the Ross Cemetery, 
Campbell’s Creek Church, Simpson Co) and said it was his Grandfather David. He 


lthe author has been unable to identify the David Ross line in North Carolina. At the time of 
the 1790 Census there were 66 Ross families enumerated in North Carolina and 38 Ross 
households in South Carolina. An unknown David Ross is listed in the New Bern District of NC. 
One David Ross appears in Brunswick, Co, NC, along with Abe Taylor, Benjamin Taylor, and 
Solomon Taylor in 1800. (Note David Ross married a Taylor and Alvin Taylor seems to have 
migrated with MS with David.) In 1810 this David Ross was still in Brunswick Co, NC, along 
with several Taylor families. The proximity of the Ross and Taylor families merit further study 
and suggest that these may be the Ross and Taylor families that moved first to Perry County 
and to Rankin County by 1830.The pattern of first names (David, Hugh, Thomas, William, etc) 
however, clearly identify our Ross line as being Scottish. We cannot, however, be certain when 
our Ross ancestor(s) migrated to America. They had left Scotland well before the Potato Famine 
which appear to have affected the Scots almost as severely as it did the Irish in 1845 to 1847 
when 750,000 Irish left the country and hundreds of thousands more migrated to the U.S. and 
Canada. It is possible that our ancestor migrated at the time of the "Highland Clearance” 
(1745-1790) when the Highlanders were deserted and then betrayed into famine and poverty and 
evicted from the rugged mountainous land of Rossshire. Many died of cholera and starvation to 
make way for the well-known (more economical) black face sheep. (See John Prebble’s chapter 
"The Massacre of the Rosses," in The Highland Clearances, published by Penguin Books, 1963.) 


20ral family history identifies Elizabeth, wife of David Ross, Sr, as Elizabeth Taylor. 
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also said that David Ross signed an oath of allegiance in N.C. in 1814.°3 
Unfortunately no family Bible for this family has been found. There was a David 
Ross in the 1790 Census of the New Bern District, NC, but he appears not to be 
our David. He could have been the father or a part of our Ross clan. 


Very quickly the members of David’s family began to acquire land in Rankin 
County.

On 23 Sept 1833 David Ross witnessed an application by Edward Riley asking 
that he be granted his pension for serving in the Revolution War. Riley certified 
that he had lived in District Ninety-Six, South Carolina, at the time he had entered 
the service. He further noted that he had lived in Georgia before coming to Rankin 
Co, MS David Ross, Jesse Hasty and James Finlay, Esq, and John Tucker, 
Clergyman, all attested to the facts noted in the petition. 


In the 1860 Census of Simpson Co, MS, an Elizabeth Rass, age 87, (Wife of 
David?) was listed in the household of James Ross, age 25, a son of Thomas Ross. 
At the same time an older John Ross, age 87, b ca 17738, was listed with the family 
of Thomas Ross. Perhaps this older John was the father of our David Ross, Sr. 
Undoubtedly they were closely related to our Ross line.

Notel: <A Brief history of Clan Ross 

The history of Clan Ross dates from Farquhar who was created first Earl of Ross by Alexander of 
Scotland for his valiant services in Alexander’s army in 1234. The origins of the clan are antecedent 
to those of most other Highland Clans. Farquhar Mac-an-t-Sagairt (Farquhar MacTaggart) was the son 
of Saigairt or priest as the name implies and was hereditary Abbot of the lands of Applecross. The 
Earls of Ross became the most powerful of the Highland chieftains in the 13th and 14th centuries. The 
Earldom was one of the most valuable in Scotland and Clan Ross led all other Highland clans in 
prestige and fighting power. 

There appears to have been two families by the name Ross originally, who were not related. 
Those of the lands of Hawkhead in Ayrshire where we find the first record of the name in Scotland, 
and who came from Yorkshire prior to the 12th Century. In the Highlands, the surname is derived 
from the district of Ross, located in the County of Ross and Cromarty, northwest of Inverness. The 
traditional Gaelic designation is CLAN AINDREAS the "Race of Andrew." This refers to Fearchar Mac- 
=an-t-Sagairt (Son of the Priest), who was the hereditary Abbot of Applecross. Fearchar obtained a 
grant of land from Alexander II around 1120 and was created Earl of Ross in 1226. On the death of 
David Ross, the 138th Chief in 1711 the hereditary chiefship passed to the Pitcalnie family, who were in 
turn extinguished in 1968. The present Chief is David Ross who comes from the Shandwick branch of 
the clan, which, as the oldest cadet family, descends from Hugh, 4th of Balnagowan. 

The current Chief, David Ross of Ross, is the thirty-fourth hereditary Chief of he Clan. He 
traces his direct line from the Earls of Ross, Hugh of Rariches and William Ross of Little Allan, who 
was the third son of Hugh, fourth Baron of Balnagown. The second son of William Ross of Meikle 
Allan was Walter Ross who became the first laird of Shandwick when his father was slain, along with 
other members of Clan Ross at the disastrous battle of Alt Charrais in 1486. 

Clan Ross, USA, is well organized and functions as a social organization of people claiming 
Scottish ancestry who have an interest in the history and preservation of their common cultural 
heritage. Those who can qualify are requested to apply for membership. Both family and life 
memberships are available by writing Marilyn Ross, 5430 S. 5th Street, Arlington, VA 22204. The 
General Secretary to Clan Ross is Aileen Ross, Strathdevon House, Dollar, Scotland. A Ross Museum 
has been established at Tain, Scotland. 

The author recently attended the 122nd Annual SCOTTISH GATHERING & GAMES in Santa Rosa, CA, 
September 4-5-6, 1987, sponsored by the Caledonian Club of San Francisco, CA, where many of the 
Scottish Clans of the USA held their general meetings and sponsored a large variety of Scottish 
activities.

The enclosed copies were sent me by a Ross researcher here in Houston. Her name 
is on the front. I haven't connected her family with mine, but this includes a 
lot of MS data for you. 


Here's what I know about the Covington County guys you listed: William Ss. Ross 
was son of the Francis you listed. James is the line I am trying to put together 
and prove relations. 


The following is from a lady in LA who is now deceased. I corresponded with her 
husband about 3 years ago and recently wrote him again. [I haven't heard from 
him, so he possibly has passed away. 


Francis Ross was son of William Ross (1746-1784) and Rachel (Herdman?). 
Francis was born 12 Dec 1779, York Co SC. He married Sarah Love (daughter 
of William Love) in 1807, York Co SC. They migrated to Natchez area of MS 
about 1808, traveling in a party with Sarah's parents. They were in Pike 
Co in 1818 (tax list), Covington Co in 1820 (census), and Madison Co in 
1830 (census). In 1850 census, Francis lived with his son William in 
Attala Co. Sarah died 1850 (in Madison Co); Francis died 1869. They are 
supposed to be buried in Old Canton Cemetery [don't know where that is]. 


children: William Stanhope, born 1808, married (1829) to Mary A. Magee 
(b 1829), lived in Attala Co MS. 


Rachel H., born 1810, married (1828) to Wiley Johnston. He died 
in Covington Co in 1840; she died in 1869. 


Armidilla, born 1812, married (1836) to Robert Fleming of York

James Ross (b 1770-74, York Co SC) from Covington Co was married to Mary at his 
death, about 1837-40.

He apparently was in 
Madison Co in 1837, and may have died there. We can't find any probate records 
for him--not for lack of trying. [If you can find it, you would be showered with 
praises.) I have a cousin in Atlanta working on this family with me; we believe 
James may have been a brother of Francis (above). This is what we have pieced 
together for James, but haven't proved he is father of the children:

I'm going to take you up on your offer of help. In case you haven't seen the 
Ross data I sent Pat, I'm enclosing a little about the line I'm working. 


James Ross (b 1770-74, York Co SC) was married to Mary at his death, about 
1837-40. She may have been second wife. James came to MS from SC between 
1810 and 1818. He moved from Covington to Hinds Co about 1824. He 
apparently was in Madison Co in 1837, and may have died there. We can't 
find any probate records for him. This is what we have pieced together for 
dames, but haven't proved he is father of the children:

His father Thomas J. died 1812 in 
Putnam Co GA, leaving wife Elizabeth and children Sarah and Willis. In 1817, 
same area, Elizabeth Ewing was granted guardianship of the children. I can't 
find any more on her or Willis until his marriage in MS in 1835. I don't know 
if he came to MS as a child with his mother or maybe after he was grown. I have 
noticed other Ewings in MS at the time, but can't tie Willis to them. His name 
may have really been William G. Willis and Mary moved to LA by 1840, then on to 
Texas. I would greatly appreciate anything you might find on him in MS records. 


If you don't mind I'll will wait to reimburse you the costs since I don't know 
how much you might find. Thanks a bunch.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Ross Family is among the forty-nine ‘“‘best families” 
selected by the American Historical-Genealogical Society for 
whom the Society has published family histories during the past 
few years. 

The Ross Family has been prominent in the British Empire 
and in the United States, its members having played important 
roles in war and in peace. Family pride is a commendable trait 
and should be cultivated. All Rosses have just cause to be proud 
of their family history and traditions. 

In reference No. 14 we find the following regarding the origin 
and meaning of the name Ross: 

The surname, Ross, has several explanations. In some cases it 
is undoubtedly foreign. In Domesday we find, in Kent, a tenant 
called Anschitel de Ros and in Buckinghamshire another named 
Ansgotus de Ros. These probably came from Ros, in Normandy. 

The name is also of British local origin. The great barons, Ros 
or Roos of York, sprang from Peter, who in the reign of Henry I 
assumed his surname from his lordship of ‘‘Ros.” Some of his 
descendants passed into Renfrewshire as the vassals of Richard d 
Moreville in the 12th century, settled in Halkhead and Dalton, 
and founded the great Ross family of the South of Scotland. 

There are several towns in the North and South of Britain 
called Ross, and these are probably the source of the name of 
some branches. 

The name seems sometimes to have reference to the comple- 
xion of the first bearer, being a modification of “‘Le Rous,” 
“Rufus” or the “Red.” The ancient family of Renfrew, descen- 
ded from Alysandre, from as early as the reign of David I down 
to the 15th century, wrote themselves ‘‘the Ross of Renfrew.” 

The data in this volume is gathered from reliable sources. We 
have selected what we consider the most important material. 
Many of the daughters, and sons for whom no issue was shown, 
have been omitted from the pedigrees. A missing symbol indi- 
cates that a name has been omitted. Those desiring further infor- 
mation are advised to consult the volumes mentioned in the list 
of References. 

The compiler hopes that, in producing this volume, he is 
bringing to the Ross Family information which will be of interest 
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nd value to them, and that he is rendering an important service 
to the public. He and his associates will be glad to give their 
co-operation to members of the family who are interested in 
having a complete genealogy of the family published.

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THE ROSS COAT OF ARMS 


A Coat of Arms is an emblem or a device which is displayed 
by titled persons, persons of royal blood, and their descendants. 
Coats of Arms were originally used for purposes of identification 
and recognition on the field of battle as well as in civil life. 

It is claimed by some writers that Coats of Arms, in a crude 
form, were used by Noah’s sons after the flood. There are records 
of other Coats of Arms, in one crude form or another, at differ- 
ent periods of ancient history. Heraldry became of general inter- 
est at about the time of the Crusades. 

The Ross Coat of Arms shown in the front of this volume is 
the Arms of the Rosses of Carstairs, whose pedigree is contained 
in this book; the Baronets, of Balnagowan; and, from ancient 
times, of the Clan Ross of Scotland, from whom most Rosses 
trace their descent. Nearly all Ross families of the present day 
have Coats of Arms similar to it. 

This is the most widely used of ali Ross Coats of Arms, and 
has been in existence for many centuries. It is described in 
Burke’s General Armory, Burke’s Landed Gentry, Burke’s Peer- 
age and Baronetage, History of the Highland Clans and other 
reliable works on heraldry, in many cases accompanied by illus- 
trations and pedigrees. It has been used for generations by many 
American branches of the Ross family. 


Arms: Gules, three lions rampant argent. Three silver lions ram- 
pant on a red shield. 


Crest: A dexter hand proper issuant grasping a wreath of laurel 
vert. A right hand, naturally colored, grasping a green laurel 
wreath. 


Supporters: Two savages wreathed about heads and middle with 
laurel, vert, grasping clubs, proper. Two savages bound about 
head and middle with green laurel wreaths and grasping clubs, 
natural colors. 


Motto: Spem successus Aelit (Latin). Success nourishes hope. 


Sir Bernard Burke, of Heralds College, London said: 
“Heraldry is prized by all who can show honorable ancestry or 
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wish to found honorable families.” 

Besides its family significance this Coat of Arms makes an 
excellent mural decoration and inspires the admiration and com- 
ment of all who see it. 

It is quite appropriate that members of the Ross family who 
have a pride in their ancestry should display the family Coat of 
Arms, in proper colors.

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PROMINENT BRITISH ROSSES, PAST GENERATIONS 


ALEXANDER ROSS: (1647?-1720); bishop of Edinburgh; in 
1678 was admitted to his first charge in the Old Church of Perth; 
elected to the divinity chair at Glasgow; principal of St. Mary’s 
College. With the fall of James II, he became an important figure 
in ecclesiastical politics; went to London in support of James, 
but he had already fled. Ross was a man of character, accom- 
plishment and ability; neither on the occasion of the union (1707) 
nor of the rebellion (1715) did he emerge into public politics. 


ALEXANDER ROSS: (1699-1784); Scottish poet; graduate 
M.A. at Oxford; in 1732 obtained the position of schoolmaster at 
Lochlee. He was always interested in writing poetry for his own 
amusemnt, and finally some were published, his being being “‘The 
Fortunate Shepherdess.”’ Burns wrote, ‘‘Our true brother Ross 
was a wild warlock, one of the suns of the morning.” Dr. Black- 
lock and John Pinkerton were loud in their praise, also. The 
poem was for many years, and still is, very popular in the north 
of Scotland. 


ALEXANDER ROSS: (1742-1827); general; b. Scotland. 
Served with distinction throughout the American War of Inde- 
pendence; aide-de-camp to Lord Cornwallis and was sent home 
by him with the dispatches of the Battle of Camden; represented 
Cornwallis as commissioner in arranging the details of surrender 
of Yorktown; in 1783 was deputy adjutant general in Scotland; 
was one of the most intimate friends of Cornwallis, whose corre- 
spondence in three volumes was edited by his son, Charles Ross. 


DAVID ROSS: (1728-1790); actor; made his first appearance 
at Drury Lane, 1751, as Young Bevil in ‘“The Conscious Lovers.” 
The part suited him well; he was approved by a distinguished 
audience and sprang into immediate favor. In 1757 he made, in 
his favorite character of Essex, his first appearance at Covent 
Garden; in Edinburgh, 1767, he opened a theater and had a 
prosperous business. He was most successful in tragic character. 


SIR HUGH DALRYMPLE ROSS: (1779-1868); field mar- 
shal; graduated from Royal Military Academy. His military career 
is too varied and lengthy to give here. He was offered by Welling- 
ton the post of brigadier major of royal artillery in Ireland, but 
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refused; received the grand cross of Bath in 1855. His early war 
services and soldier-like character had given him a high standard 
of efficiency, which he ever strove to maintain. 


HORATIO ROSS: (1801-1886); sportsman; son of Hercules 
Ross; large land owner and intimate friend of Lord Nelson; 
joined 14th Light Dragoon, but this proved irksome, and he re- 
tired with the rank of captain, 1825-1830. Captain Ross was a 
conspicuous figure in the sports world in shooting and steeple- 
chase, aslo becoming known for his sculling and walking ability. 
For nearly 30 years he had led the life of a quiet Scottish laird, 
when suddenly the volunteer movement and consequent develop- 
ment of rifle shooting brought him conspicuously before the 
world. He acted as captain of the national rifle team for ten 
years, making in 1863 the highest score for Scotland. When well 
over seventy, Ross kept of the activity of his youth, and three of 
his sons inherited their father’s skill as marksmen. 


JAMES ROSS: M.D. (1837-1892); physician; b. in the high- 
lands of Scotland; began general practice in Lancashire, attaining 
considerable success in the district; published several works and 
wrote for medical periodicals; in 1881 published a “Treatise on 
the Diseases of the Nervous System” (two volumes). It was the 
first large modern textbook on the subject in England and was 
widely read. This led to his election as a fellow of the Royal 
College of Physicians. 


SIR JOHN ROSS: (1777-1856); rear admiral and Arctic navi- 
gator. During his career he was wounded 13 times and was 
immured in French prison three times. In 1818 he sailed with 
several others to attempt to make the northwest passage through 
Davis Strait. Another expedition resulted in the survey of the 
peninsula since known as Boothia, of a great part of King 
William’s Land, of the Gulf of Boothia and the discovery of the 
magnetic pole by Ross’ nephew Lieutenant James C. Ross. In 
1834 he was knighted; the Geographical societies of London and 
Paris awarded him their gold medals, and he became a C.B. He 
wrote of his experiences and on nautical subjects. 


JOHN MERRY ROSS: (18838-18883); Scottish writer; educa- 
ted at the University of Glasgow, where he devoted much time to 
English literature and won the prize for the poem in the class of 
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logic and rhetoric; sub-editor of Chamber’s a fellow of the Royal 
Society of Antiquaries of Scotland; during the latter part of his 
life prepared a work on Scottish history and literature to the 
period of the Reformation. 


JOHN WILSON ROSS: (1818-1887); author; during early 
years lived in British Guiana, where he acted as secretary to the 
vendue master of Berbice; returned to England and engaged in 
literary work; edited the second and third series of ‘“‘The Univer- 
sal Decorator.”’ His first separate publication was ‘‘Ninian,” a 
poem in three stanzas. In 1846 he produced a translation of Paul 
Fevol’s ‘‘Les Amours de Paris;” also wrote much in popular 
magazines. 


PATRICK ROSS: (17407-1804); major general, chief engi- 
neer, Madras; in 1758, by royal warrant, became practitioner- 
engineer; in 1768 became engineer-extraordinary; when the court 
of directions of the East India Co. decided to reorganize the 
engineer establishment upon an entirely military basis, was selec- 
ted for the post of chief engineer and sent to Madras; there 
became a member of the Governor’s council. When Colonel 
Smith moved against Tanjore, Ross accompanied the army as 
chief engineer, constructing the best siege works ever seen in the 
country. He brought to notice the inadequacy of the engineer 
corps, with the result that in 1796 that corps was reorganized on 
a larger scale. One year later he was made major general. He 
represented Horsham, Sussex, in Parliament from 1802 (when he 
returned to England) until his death. 


ROBERT ROSS: (1766-1814); major general who won 
Bladensburg and took Washington; son of Major David Ross, of 
Rosstrevoy, an officer who served with distinction in the Seven 
Years War; served with the 20th foot in 1799. The regiment was 
sent to Holland to form part of the Anglo-Russian army under 
the Duke of York, soon after going to Egypt, and Ross was given 
command of the battalion for his service. The army met the 
French at Maida, and Ross, arriving when the French were tur- 
ning the British left, drove the swarm of sharpshooters before 
him, sent the French off in confusion and opened fire on the 
enemy’s battalions. Stuart, in his general orders, spoke of Ross’ 
action as ‘‘a prompt display of gallantry and judgment to which 
the army was most critically indebted.” His regiment embarked 
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for Portugal, where it was repeatedly engaged and where his 
knowledge of French and Spanish was a valuable asset. He was 
aide-de-camp to the King, and his services and death were refer- 
red to in the speech from the throne. 


SIR ROBERT DALRYMPLE ROSS: (1828-1887); speaker of 
the South Australian House of Assembly; born in West Indies; 
educated in England; joined the commissariat department of the 
army, being with the Turkish contingent in the Crimia; volun- 
teered his services on the west coast of Africa, and during that 
period sat as a member of the legislative council for the gold 
coast colony; also served as colonial secretary; in 1860 went on 
active service to China; two years later went to South Australia as 
aide-de-camp. He was president of the Royal Agricultural Society 
of South Australia; member of the council of the University of 
Adelaide; chairman of the Adelaide Steamship Company and 
director of other commerical companies. 


THOMAS ROSS: (d. 1675); poet and politican; native of 
Scotland; adhered to Charles II in his exile; was much employed 
in the political intrigues of the period; in 1658 was appointed 
tutor to James Scott, the King’s natural son; in 1661 was consti- 
tuted keeper of the King’s library and created M.A. at Oxford the 
following year; was the author of some few books and poems. 


WILLIAM ROSS: (1656?-1738); twelfth Lord Ross of Hawk- 
head. (The Rosses of Hawkhead claim descent from a Norman 
family which at an early period possessed the lordship of Ross in 
Yorkshire. The first of the family who came to Scotland was 
Godfrey de Ros. Sir John Ross was chosen one of the three 
Scottish champions to fight in 1449 with the Burgundian knights 
in the presence of James II.) William took a prominent part in 
the crusade against the covenanters; in 1683 became major in a 
cavalry regiment and was engaged in the pursuit of Argyle; in 
1686 was a member of the Scottish privy counsel; after the ascen- 
sion of Queen Anne, became lord high Sommissioner of the 
church of Scotland, of which he was a steady supporter, and 
remained loyal to the Government during the rebellion of 1715. 


WILLIAM ROSS: (1762-1790); Gaelic poet. Making occa- 


sional excursions with his father, he became proficient in the 
Gaelic dialects of the western highlands and received impressions 
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from scenery and character which stimulated his poetic powers. 
He was an accomplished musician, sang well and played with skill 
on several instruments. His poetic range was considerable, and 
Gaelic scholars claim for him uncommon excellence in pastoral, 
descriptive and anacreontic verse. Two volumes of his Gaelic 
poems were published. 


SIR WILLIAM CHARLES ROSS: (1794-1860); miniature 
painter; son of William Ross, miniature painter and teacher of 
drawing, who exhibited at the Royal Academy. His mother, 
Maria, was a portrait painter, who also exhibited her work at the 
Academy. He showed great ability and at an early age was admit- 
ted to the schools of Royal Academy, where he received much 
kind advice from Benjamin West. During his youth he was awar- 
ded many medals and a silver palette for his work. As a miniature 
painter he obtained a large practice in the highest circles. Queen 
Victoria, Duchess of Kent, Queen Adelaide, the Prince Consort, 
the royal children and members of the royal families of France, 
Belgium, Portugal and Saxe-Coburg sat for him. In refinement, 
purity of color and in truth his works are said to have no rival. 
Several of them are in the South Kensington Museum.

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PROMINENT ROSSES OF AMERICA, PAST GENERATIONS 


ALEXANDER ROSS: Author; b., Nairnshire, Scotland, 
1783; came to Canada in 1805 taught in Glengarry, U.C., and, in 
1810, joined John Jacob Astor’s expedition to Oregon. About 
1825 he m. to Red River settlement, became sheriff and was a 
mem. of the council of Assineboia. He was the author of several 
books, including ‘‘Adventures of the First Settlers on the Oregon 
or Columbia River.” 


JAMES ROSS: s. of Alexander; b., Red River settlement, 
Manitoba, 1835; grad. with honors, Toronto Univ., 1857. After 
admission to the Bar of Manitoba, he was appointed, in 1870, 
Chief Justice of the provisional government under Louis Riel, 
drawing up the petition of right. 


ALEXANDER COFFMAN ROSS: Merchant; b., Zanesville, 
O., 1812; became a merchant and one of the most enterprising 
business men in his native place. He was a member of a whig glee 
club in the presidential canvess of 1840, and wrote the famous 
political song, “Tippecanoe and Tyler Too.” 


ALEXANDER MILTON ROSS: M.D.; Canadian Naturalist; 
b., Belleville, Ont., 1832; received degree of M.D., 1855; was 
appointed treasurer and commissioner of agriculture for the 
province of Ontario. He met Garibaldi and, in 1874, was instru- 
mental in securing a pension for him from the Italian govern- 
ment. He received the decoration of the ‘“‘Academie Francaise” 
from the government of France and was knighted by the Emper- 
or of Russia and the kings of Italy, Greece, Portugal, and Saxony. 


BETSY ROSS: maker of the first American Flag; b., in Phila- 
delphia, of Samuel Griscom; m. George Ross, 1773. At the 
request of a committee from the Continental Congress (George 
Washington, Robert Morris and George Ross) she undertook the 
sewing of the first national flag, and suggested the use of the 
five-pointed star in the design, instead of a six-pointed one. She 
received a contract to make all Government flags, and her dau., 
Mrs. Clarissa Wilson, continued the business until 1857. In 1905 
her old home on Arch Street was restored and given to the public 
as the American Flag House. 
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DAVID ROSS: Congressman; b., Maryland, about 1750; dele- 
gate from Maryland to the Continental Congress of 1786-87. 


EDMUND GIBSON ROSS: Senator; b., Ashland, O., 1826; 
served in Kansas Legislature and was editor of the Kansas ‘“‘State 
Record” and “‘Tribue,” only free-state paper in the territory at 
that time. He attained the rank of major in the Union Army 
during the Civil War, and later was appointed to succeed James 
H, Lane in the U.S. Senate. In May, 1885, he was made Gov. of 
New Mexico. 


GEORGE ROSS: Signer of the Declaration of Independence; 
b., Newcastle, Del., 1730; s. of George who left the Pres. Ministry 
for that of the Church of England and came from Scotland to 
Delaware about 1703. He was a mem. of the Pennsylvania Assem- 
bly and was elected to the first Congress of Philadelphia in 1774. 


GEORGE WILLIAM ROSS: Canadian statesman; b. near 
Nairn, October, 1841, of a family that came from Ross-shire, 
Scotland. He was elected to the Dominion Parliament several 
terms, was later appointed minister of Education for Ontario, 
and afterward served in the Legislative Assembly. 


HENRY HOWARD ROSS: Lawyer; b., Essex, N.Y., 1790; 
elected to Congress as a Whig, and served also as a county judge 
and presidential elector. He was adjutant on the staff of Gen. 
John E. Wool, at the battle of Plattsburg and afterward was 
appointed major-general of the state militia. 


HON. JAMES ROSS: Senator; b., York Co., Pa., 1762; m. to 
Pittsburgh and was elected to the U.S. Senate; became General 
Washington’s attorney, in charge of the management of his large 
estates in western Pennsylvania. 


JAMES ROSS: Canadian educator; b., Picton, N.S., 1811; 
succeeded his father, who came from Torfarshire, Scotland, in 
1795, as pastor of the Presbyterian church at Picton. Later he 
was placed in charge of the new theological seminary at West 
River. 


JOHN ROSS: Merchant; b., Tain, County Ross, Scotland, 
1726; became shipping merchant in Philadelphia, 1763. In May, 
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1776, he was employed by the committee of commerce of Con- 
gress to purchase clothes, arms and powder for the use of the 
army. For that purpose he established agencies in Nantes and 
Pairs and made repeated visits to France during the war. He was 
on terms of familiar intercourse with Franklin, Robert Morris, 
and General Washington. 


JOHN ROSS: Canadian statesman; b., County Antrim, Ire- 
land, 1818; served in Canadian Legislature and also as attorney- 
general and receiver-general. He was president of the executive 
council in Cartier’s administration, and later became a mem. of 
the Dominion Senate. 


JOHN JONES ROSS: Canadian Senator; b., in St. Anne de la 
Perade, 1832; was a mem. of the executive Council of Quebec, 
speaker of the Legislative Council, and member of the Canadian 
Senate. During his busy career he was vice-president of the Pro- 
vincial Coll. of Physicians and Surgeons, a mem. of the Agricul- 
tural Council of Quebec, and, in 1875, vice-president of the 
North Shore Railroad.

To secure an estimate of the ‘“‘Ross population” of the 
United States, we figure as follows: 


Only about half the names were taken from each direc- 
tory consulted 2 


Half of the Rosses resided in the rural districts or in small 
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towns having no printed directories which were avaiable to us 2 


There is an average of more than four persons in each 
American family 4 


Since Ross daughters marry and have as many descen- 
dants as the Ross sons, there are as many descendants of 
“other names” as there are bearing the name Ross (though it 
is much easier to locate the latter) 2 


By multiplying each figure of the column into the preced- 
ing figure, we have a total of 32 


Conservative estimate of the Ross population of the Uni- 
ted States, one-half of whom bear the name Ross and one- 
half of whom bear other names 297,120 


The estimated Ross population of any of the states may be 
obtained by multiplying the figures shown by 32. There are 
Rosses in every state of the Union. The Ross population of the 
British Empire is probably equal to that in the United States. 


RELIGIONS OF THE ROSSES 


For several centuries the Rosses lived in Scotland. Most of 
the Scotch and, likewise, the Rosses, were and are of the Presby- 
terian faith. 

There are a few Rosses of the Catholic faith in the British 
Isles, but it is estimated that their number does not exceed seven 
per cent of the entire Ross population. 

The Rosses who came from the British Isles to America con- 
tinued in the faith of their fathers, for the most part, though 
their descendants in this country today will be found in the 
memberships of practically all the various churches. It is estima- 
ted that of all the Rosses in America who are church members, at 
least ninety per cent are of the Protestant faith.

The volumes in this series, although far from containing a com- 
plete history of the family, should prove extremely useful as a starting 
point for the compilation of such a record. Printed census records, 
war rolls, genealogies and town histories and many other printed 
works were combed for mention of each surname. As source material 
from printed authority, these bring together in one volume what 
could be found only in widely scattered printed sources and makes 
the information readily and conveniently available. Valuable infor- 
mation or at least clues to the same can be found in these volumes. 

Notably, each volume includes the coat-of-arms; a record of 
ancient families of the name; a list of prominent members of the 
family—past and present—in both the British Commonwealth and the 
United States; a record of those of the name tracing descent from 
royalty; a record of the first emigrants to America and the first few 
generations descended from them; a list of those bearing the name 
who fought in the American Revolution; and other information in- 
cluding a list of the references consulted in the preparation of the 
work—which in itself is an extremely useful guide to where further 
information may be secured.
